C attlem en may be aide to 
save time and money by feed­ 
ing protein supplement twice 
a w eek during the w inter ra ­ 
ther than daily feedings. Re­ 
search done by Texas A *V M 
University scientist indicates 
feeding 
protein 
supplement 
twice a w eek is just as satis­ 
factory as 
feeding daily or 
three times a week This does­ 
n’t m ean feeding less protein 
just feeding larg e r am ounts 
less freguently. 


T he result from twice w eek­ 
ly feeding 
about a 69 percent 
saving of 
labor 
and 
travel 
compared to daily I coding. 


The research was done by 
A. A. Melton, associate anim al 
husbandm an at A & M ’s Mc­ 
G regor field station, and J. K. 
Riggs, professor in till' Animal 
Science Development at A & 
M. It was done in the T rans- 


Pecos area, but the research­ 
ers say less frequent feeding 
may well apply to most o th e r 
areas of Texas, 


Melton said w inter rough­ 
age for range cattle, in the 
Southw est usually consists of 
dried native grass Too dried 
grass m ay provide adequate 
energy but be deficient in pro­ 
tein during 
the w in ter and 
spring months. Thus, the need 
for protein supplement. 


The 
common 
practice 
is 
feeding 
cottonseed

Other protein on a daily oasic. 
As labor and transportation 
costs increase, cattlem en are 
looking fur labor s ixing sys­ 
tems ol supplem ental feeding.
